Europe under the red flag, in which 
the lenders demanded throe thlugs 
from the government;

Europe under the red flag, in which 
the lenders demanded throe thlugs 
from the government; 


First they demanded the release of

These included men 
found guilty of sedition and treason 
during the war. I cannot understand 
this demand. Why.should men be re- 
leased from .1a'U who sought to stall 
In the hhck the men who went to the 
trenches to fight and die for freedom? 
I should much prefer to see all of the 
burglars released.
